As compared with August, 1931, imports of manu- 
factures decreased in value by 35-1 per cent., those 
of food, drink and tobacco by 11-5 per cent., and 
those of raw materials by 6-3 per cent. Exports, 
though the smallest in value for any month of recent 
years, were only slightly less than in August, 1931. 
Those of food, drink and tobacco, and of raw 
materials and articles mainly unmanufactured, 
showed slight increases which, however, failed to 
offset the small decrease in shipments of manufac- 
tured goods. 


Imports into British India (Page 364) 

During the first quarter of India’s fiscal year the 
United Kingdom increased its percentage of the total 

value of that country’s import trade to 35-2 from 32-9 
in April-June, 1931. Germany, Japan and the 
United States also increased their shares, but 
Belgium and Italy showed slight declines.

The excess of imports over exports of merchandise 
in August was £1-9 million more than in July, but was 
11-0 million less than in August, 1931. During the 
frst eight months of the year the excess has been 
reduced from £246 million in 1931 to £185 million this 
vear, a reduction of £61 million. In the first six 
months of the year the reduction amounted to £389 
million and in July and August together to £22 million.

The increase in the “‘ adverse ’’ merchandise balance 
in August as compared with July was due partly to an 
increase Of £1°4 million in the value of imports and 
partly to a decrease of £700,000 in the value of exports 
of United Kingdom goods, offset to a slight extent by 
an increase in the value of exports of imported 


merchandise. 


For the sixth month in succession there was an 
excess of imports over exports of bullion and specie, 
but the excess in August (£1°3 million) was small in 
comparison with that in recent months. In the five 
months April to August, the excess amounted to £26-°7 
million, whereas in the first quarter of the year there 
was an excess of exports over imports of £4°3 million. 


IMPORTS 


Imports during August were valued at £53°3 million, 
this being £1°4 million more than in July, but £12 
million less than in August, 1931. As compared with 
a year ago, decreases were recorded in each of the three 
principal classes of goods, the largest decrease being in 
the imports of manufactured articles (£7 million, or 
851 per cent.). Imports of food, drink and tobacco 
declined in value by £3°7 million (11°5 per cent.) and 
those of raw materials by £800,000 (6°3 per cent.). In 
comparison with July there was a decrease of £1 mil- 
lion (3-6 per cent.) in the value of imports of food, 
drink and tobacco, while imports of raw materials and 
of manufactured articles showed increases of £860,000 
(7-9 per cent.) and £1-7 million (14-9 per cent.), respec- 
tively. The decrease in imports of food, drink and 
tobacco was again due in part to a decline in imports 
from the Irish Free State. 


Food, Drink and Tobacco.—Imports of wheat in 
August amounted to 9-2 million ewts., being 775,000 
ewts. less than in July, and 2°6 million ewts. 
less than a year ago. As compared with July, 
imports from the Argentine showed a decline of 
13 million ewts. (54:3 per cent.), while the quanti- 
ties imported from Australia and Canada showed 
little change. In comparison with August, 1931, there 
was a further substantial reduction in imports from the 
United States, and imports from the Argentine also 
showed a decrease. Imports from Australia and 
Canada were greater than a year ago, the increase in 
the case of Canada being 1:1 million ewts. (411 per 
cent.). In the first eight months of this year, imports 
from the United States (3°7 million cwts.) were only a 
little over one-half, and imports from the Soviet Union 
(I'2 million ewts.) just over one-tenth of the imports 
in the corresponding period of 1931, while the quantity 
imported from the Argentine and Australia showed in 
each case an increase of about 4-0 million ewts., or 
hearly 25 per cent., and imports from Canada an in- 
crease of 5°6 million ewts. (29-9 per cent.). The total 
imports during this period were 70:7 million cwts., or 
l'0 million ewts. more than in the first eight months 
of 1931. The average value of the wheat imported in 
August was 6s. per ewt., being slightly higher than in 
July, but less than in any other previous month this

year. In August last year the value of the wheat im- 
ported averaged 4s. 10d. per cwt., Imports of barley 
were larger than in July, due mainly to an increase 
in the quantity imported from Canada, but were 
substantially lower than a year ago. Imports of oats 
were sligntly less than in July and considerably less 
than in August, 1931, while the quantity of maize im- 
ported showed an increase as compared with July and 
little change in comparison with a year ago. Imports 
of wheat meal and flour were a little higher than in 
July, but showed a substantial reduction as compared 
with August, 1931. This was due to heavy decreases in 
the quantities coming from France, the United States 
and the Argentine, offset to some extent by a consider- 
able increase in the imports from Australia and an 
increase in the quantity imported from Canada. The 
average value of the barley imported was 5s. 7d. per 
cwt., as compared with 6s. 5d. in July, and was lower 
than in any previous month this year. Average values 
of oats and of wheat mea. nd flour were slightly below, 
and those of maize slightly above, the values in July. 


Imports of meat in August were a little larger than 
in July and showed an appreciable increase compared 
with a year ago, due mainly to an increase in the im- 
ports of mutton and lamb. The quantities of beef and 
of bacon imported showed little change in comparison 
with both the earlier periods. The average value of the 
beef imported (£1 18s. 4d. per ewt.) was slightly higher 
than in July, but, with this exception, was the lowest 
recorded in any month for a number of years, as was 
that of mutton and lamb, which declined further to 
£1 19s. 4d. per ewt. The average value of the bacon 
imported in August was £2 19s. 8d. per cwt., as com- 
pared with £2 12s. 6d. in July, being greater than in 
any month since September, 1931. 


There were decreases in the value of the imports of 
living animals, for food, of £1-1 million (79 per cent.) 
as compared with a year ago, and of £388,000 (56 per 
cent.) in comparison with July, due to a reduction in 
the imports from the Irish Free State. 


The quantity of butter imported in August was appre- 
ciably smaller than in July, but somewhat greater, 
although the value was less, than a year ago. Imports 
of cheese and eggs were a little less than in the previous 
month, and the Jatter showed an appreciable decrease 
as compared with August, 1931. Average values of 
butter and eggs were slightly higher than in July, but 
that of cheese showed a reduction. Imports of tea were 
ereater than in the previous month and showed little 
change as compared with a year ago, the average value 
of the tea imported declining still further to 9:3d. per lb. 
Imports of potatoes showed a further heavy seasonal 
decline as compared with July. The quantity of raw 
sugar imported was substantially greater than in the 
previous month, but was slightly less than a year ago, 
and the average value of the imports (6s. 11d. per cwt.), 
while 6d. per ewt. more than in July, was 6d. less than 
in August last year. Imports of unmanufactured 
tobacco showed a substantial reduction as compared 
with the previous month and were somewhat smaller 
than a year ago, the average value showing a slight 
increase as compared with the previous month. 


Raw Materials.—As compared with a year ago, there 
was a decrease in August in the value of the imports 
of all the principal groups of raw materials and articles 
mainly unmanufactured, except raw cotton and cotton 
waste and raw and waste wool, etc. The principal de- 
creases were in respect of wood and timber (£842,000, or

22 per cent.), oil seeds, nuts, etc. (£398,000, or 20 per 
cent. )—whale oil, cotton seed and groundnuis all show- 
ing decreases in the quantities imported—and miscel- 
laneous raw materials, etc. (£151,000, or 16 per cent.). 
Imports of iron ore and scrap showed a decrease of 
£56,000 (31 per cent.), the quantity of iron ore im- 
ported being 101,400 tons, as compared with 154,700 
tons a year ago, while there was a decrease of £79,000 
(14 per cent.) in the value of the imports of non-ferrous 
metalliferous ores, etc., due mainly to a reduction in 
the quantity of copper ore, regulus, etc., imported. 
While the value of raw rubber, etc., imported showed a 
decrease of 25 per cent., the quantity was 1,300 tons 
(14 per cent.) greater than a year ago. The increase 
in the value of imports of raw cotton, etc., was 
£633,000, or 40 per cent., the quantity of raw cotton 
imported being 33-3 million lbs. (54 per cent.) greater 
than in August, 1931, while imports of raw and waste 
wool, etc., showed an increase of £257,000, or 82 
per cent. 


As compared with July, increases were shown in the 
value of imports in the following chief groups :—Raw 
cotton, etc., £684,000 (45 per cent.); undressed hides 
and skins, £273,000 (41 per cent.); miscellaneous raw 
materials, ete., £586,000 (98 per cent.); and non- 
ferrous metalliferous ores, etc., £191,000 (62 per cent.). 
The principal decreases were in respect of wood and 
timber (£443,000, or 13 per cent.), and raw and waste 
wool, etc. (£340,000, or 24 per cent.), while oil seeds, 
nuts, etc., and iron ore and scrap also showed decreases. 


Manufactured Articles.—Imports in August of all the 
principal groups of manufactured articles except two 
showed decreases in value, substantial in most cases, 
as compared with a year ago. There were heavy de- 
creases in the textile groups——cotton yarns and manu- 
factures £488,000 (72 per cent.), woollen and worsted 
yarns and manufactures £922,000 (81 per cent.), silk 
yarns and manufactures £381,000 (57 per cent.). and 
manufactures of other textile materials £514,000 (42 
per cent.), while other groups showing substantial re- 
ductions were apparel £1,227,000 (67 per cent.), mis- 
cellaneous articles wholly or mainly manufactured 
£1,125,000 (50 per cent.), iron and steel and manufac- 
tures thereof £860,000 (63 per cent.)—all classes being 
affected, but the proportionate decline in the quantities 
imported being greater in finished iron and steel goods 
than in either rolling-mill products or crude iron and 
steel—leather and manufactures thereof £431,000 
(44 per cent.), and machinery £350,000 (33 per cent.). 
The only group of importance showing a marked in- 
crease was oils, fats and resins (£710,000, or 32 per 
cent.), due, as in July, partly to an increase in the 
average value of the imports of refined petroleum and 
partly to larger imports of motor spirit and fuel oil. 

As compared with July, increases in value were re- 
corded in most of the principal groups, the largest being 
in oils, fats and resins, £543,000 (23 per cent.); non- 
ferrous metals and manufactures thereof, £471,000 
(61 per cent.); manufactures of textile materials other 
than cotton, wool and silk, £110,000 (18 per cent.); 
and vehicles (including locomotives, ships and_air- 
craft), £100,000 (43 per cent.). 


EXPORTS 


Exports of United Kingdom produce and manufac- 
tures in August were valued at £28°6 million, being 
£0-7 million less than in July and £0°6 million less than 
in August, 1931. The figure for August is the lowest 
recorded for any month in recent years. In the ease

Coal.—The quantity of coal exported during August 
was 151,000 tons (4-5 per cent.) less than in July, and 
45,000 tons (1-4 per cent.) less than a year ago. In 
comparison with the previous month, the most marked 
change in the quantities exported to the various markets 
was a decrease of 105,000 tons in the exports to the 
Irish Free State. The average value of the coal ex- 
ported was 16s. 4d. per ton, as compared with 16s. 7d. 
in July and 16s. 2d. in August, 19381. The quantity of 
coal shipped as bunkers was about the same as in the 
previous month and slightly less than a year ago. 


Manufactured Articles—As compared with August, 
1931, exports in about half the principal groups showed 
increases in value and the remaining half decreases. 
The principal increases were in chemicals, drugs, dyes 
and colours, £316,000 (28 per cent.); cotton yarns and 
manufactures, £287,000 (6 per cent.) and manufac: 
tures of textile materials, other than cotton, wool and 
silk, £108,000 (11 per cent.). The principal decreases 
were in the vehicles group, £772,000 (37 per cent.) and 
apparel, £232,000 (20 per cent.). As compared with 
July there were substantial decreases in machinery, 
£522,000, or 20 per cent.; cotton yarns and manufac- 
tures, £475,000, or 9 per cent., and iron and steel and 
manufactures thereof, £164,000, or 7 per cent., while

increases were shown in the case of woollen and worsted 
yarns and manufactures, £118,000, or 6 per cent. ; non- 
ferrous metals and manufactures thereof, £103,000, or 
22 per cent.; and miscellaneous manufactured articles, 
£106,000, or 7 per cent. 


Iron and Steel, etc.—The tonnage of iron and steel 
goods exported in August was a little less than in the 
previous month, but was about 8 per cent. more than 
in August, 1931. Exports of rolling-mill products 
showed a substantial increase in comparison with a year 
ago, due mainly to increased exports of hoop and strip 
iron and steel and of plates not under 4 inch thick. 
Exports of finished goods were slightly less than in 
August, 1931, and appreciably smaller than in July, the 
latter decrease applying to all the principal items in this 
class, except galvanised sheets. Exports of machinery 
were 23 per cent. less than in July and somewhat lower 
than a year ago. The heavy decline, as compared 
with a year ago, in the case of the vehicles group, 
which has already been referred to, was due to a de- 
crease in the exports of new steam vessels and of loco- 
motives. The number of motor cars and chassis ex- 
ported, while somewhat less than in July, was 78 per 
cent. greater than a year ago. Exports of chassis to 
Australia numbered 276 in August and 2,308 in the first 
eight months of this year, as compared with 136 and 
871 in the corresponding periods of last year. The 
number of motor cycles and tricars exported showed a 
substantial reduction in comparison with July, and was 
appreciably less than a year ago. 


Textiles.—According to statistics published by 
the Liverpool Cotton Association, deliveries of raw 
cotton to mills during August aggregated 79-1 million 
lbs., as compared with 94-1 million lbs. in July and 
84-7 million Ibs. in August, 1931. Exports of cotton 
yarns were slightly smaller than in July and 19 per cent. 
less than a year ago. The quantity of cotton piece- 
goods exported showed a decrease of 17:4 million 
square yards, or 9 per cent., in comparison with July, 
but an increase of 37:1 million square yards, or 26 
per cent., as compared with August last year, of 
which more than one-half was due to increased ex- 
ports to India. In comparison with a year ago, 
exports to the Argentine, British West Africa and Aus- 
tralia also showed substantial increases, while con- 
siderable decreases were shown in the quantities 
exported to Switzerland, Greece and Egypt. 


The quantity of woollen and worsted yarns exported 
in August was about the same as in the previous month 
and was 13 per cent. greater than a year ago. Exports 
of woollen and worsted tissues were 8 per cent. more 
than in July and slightly greater than in August, 1931. 
There was a decline in the quantity of linen piece-goods 
exported in comparison with both the earlier periods, 
but exports of artificial silk tissues showed a substan- 
tial increase. 


Re-Exports 


The value of the exports of imported merchandise 
during August was £3,492,000, being £187,000 more 
than in July and £358,000 less than in August, 1931. 
In comparison with a year ago, the quantity of tea re- 
exported in August was about 50 per cent. greater, as 
were the re-exports of raw sheep’s and lambs’ wool, 
while the value of the undressed. hides and skins, mainly 
miscellaneous fur skins, re-exported, showed a decrease 
of £131,000. Re-exports of manufactured articles were 
£315,000 less than in August, 1931.

LABELLING OF FOOD, DRUGS AND 
DISINFECTANTS FOR SOUTH AFRICA 


Union of South Africa Government Notice No. 1010, 
od August 5, 1932, draws attention to provisions of 
the Food, Drugs and Disinfectants Act, No. 13 of 1929, 
ind the Regulations made thereunder regarding the 
labelling of various articles of food and drugs and dis- 
infectants, and to the extension of the provisions under 
Government Notice No. 574 of March 28, 1930, to any 
dintment, cream, powder or similar substance for appli- 
tation to or use for the human skin or hair, soap, 
tobacco, cigars, cigarettes, snuff and chewing gum. 

The Notice states that in order to give effect to the 
objects and purposes of the Act, and to prevent the 
importation and sale of the articles enumerated which 
are unwholesome, adulterated or incorrectly or falsely 
described, it is necessary that the labels of all packages 
containing such articles intended for sale and imported 
itto the Union of South Africa shall be printed in one

or other of the official languages of the Union, except 
as regards information which in terms of the regula- 
tions is required to be printed in both official languages. 

The Regulations referred to may be consulted at the 
Department of Overseas Trade, 35, Old Queen Street, 
London, S.W. 1.

A translation has been received from the British 
Embassy in Santiago of Decree-Law No. 104, which 
authorised certain alterations in the coinage of Chile 
from July 1. 


The principal alteration is the reduction of the silver 
coinage from four units to one, i.e. the peso, and the 
reduction of the fine silver content of this coin from 3-6 
grammes to 2:4 grammes. The silver money formerly 
in use is to be withdrawn.

EXCHANGE CONTROL IN ECUADOR 


Further reports have now been received in regard to 
the operation of the exchange control introduced by the 
Decrees (Nos. 90 and 91) referred to in the ** B.T.J.”’ of 
July 21 (page 84). 

Translations have also been received of Presidential 
Decrees Nos. 92, 94 and 121 dealing with the 
mechanism of the control. Decree No. 92 details the 
powers and duties of the Central Bank, contains pro- 
visions concerning drafts, also detailed provisions in 
regard to the obligation placed on exporters to sur- 
render to the Central Bank the exchange resulting from 
their shipments. Decree No. 94 deals specifically with 
the obligation of mining companies to sell their bills 
of exchange or cheques on foreign markets to the 
Central Bank, while Decree No. 121 limits the right 
to import foreign notes for sale to the Central Bank.

EXCHANGE CONTROL IN PARAGUAY

this, being an emergency measure, would be promul- 
gated without delay. 

This Law, which embodies certain clauses of the 
Decree and Resolution of the Exchange Control Com- 
mission, referred to in the previous notice, is intended 
to prevent as far as possible the export of capital and, 
where necessary, the meeting of obligations signifying 
the importation of luxury articles. Further particulars 
may be obtained by United Kingdom firms interested 
on application to the Department of Overseas Trade, 
85, Old Queen Street, London, 8.W. 1 (Reference C.

Measured by the statistics of merchandise and treasure, 
the total visible balance of trade in July, 1932, was Rs. 3,74 
lakhs in favour of India, as compared with Rs. 2,10 lakhs in 
June, 1932, and of Rs. 2,32 lakhs in July, 1931. During the 
four months ended July, 1932, the visible balance of trade in 
merchandise and treasure was Rs. 8,52 lakhs in favour of 
India, as compared with Rs. 5,28 lakhs in the corresponding 
period of 1931. The balance of remittances of funds in July, 
1932, was minus Rs. 33,000 and in the four months, April- 
July, 1932, minus Rs. 1,41 lakhs. 


CHANGES IN IMPORTS 


As compared with July, 1931, imports of food, drink and 
tobacco, and raw materials in July, 1932, decreased by 
Rs. 28 lakhs and Rs. 11 lakhs respectively, while manufac- 
tured articles recorded an increase of Rs. 1,06 lakhs to 
Rs. 8,33 lakhs. 

Under food, drink and tobacco, imports of sugar, 16 D.S. 
and above (including beet), fell by 2,000 tons in quantity 
and by Rs. 2 lakhs in value. As in the preceding month 
there were no imports of wheat, the corresponding figures 
in July, 1931, being 23,000 tons, valued at Rs. 14 lakhs. 
Imports of rice rose by 700 tons in quantity and by Rs. half 
a lakh in value. Under spices, betelnuts recorded a fall of 
1,300 tons in quantity and of Rs. 6 lakhs in value, there 
being smaller importations from the Straits Settlements. 
Imports of cigarettes, which were valued at Rs. 6 lakhs in 
July, 1931, declined to Rs. 2} lakhs in July, 1932, while 
those of manufactured tobacco rose in quantity by 93,000 
Ibs. to 419,000 Ibs., and by Rs. 24 lakhs to Rs. 53 lakhs in 
value. 

Under raw materials, imports of kerosene decreased from 
8 million gallons, valued at Rs. 43 lakhs, to 7 million gallons, 
valued at Rs. 33 lakhs. Fuel oils declined by about half a 
million gallons in quantity and by Rs. 1} lakhs to Rs. 11 
lakhs in value. Imports of petroleum, dangerous, including 
petroi, fell from 1-2 million gallons, valued at Rs. 8 lakhs, to 
40,000 gallons, valued at Rs. 44,000. Imports of raw cotton, 
chiefly from the United States, Kenya Colony and Egypt, 
decreased by 1,300 tons in quantity and by Rs. 14 lakhs in 
value. Imports of raw silk increased by 290,000 lbs. in 
quantity and by Rs. 11 lakhs in value. 

Under manufactured articles imports of cotton yarn and 
manufactures advanced by Rs. 99 lakhs. Those of twist and 
yarn recorded an increase of 2 million Ibs. in quantity and 
of Rs. 12 lakhs in value. Imports of cotton piece-goods 
showed increases under all the three sub-divisions, grey, 
white and coloured. Imports of grey goods amounted to 32 
million yards, valued at Rs. 48 lakhs, as compared with 22 
million yds., valued at Rs. 34 lakhs, in July, 1931; those of 
white and coloured goods totalled 43 million yds. and 44 
million yds., valued at Rs. 78 lakhs and Rs. 81 lakhs, as 
against 28 and 18 million yds., valued at Rs. 58 lakhs and 
Rs. 39 lakhs respectively, a year ago. Under iron and steel 
there was a decrease of Rs. 10 lakhs, of which sheets and 
plates (galvanised) accounted for Rs. 7 lakhs. Imports of 
machinery and mill work, including belting, increased by 
Rs. 7 lakhs, sugar machinery being responsible for the rise.

The dispatches of wheat, which had amounteg 
to 4,500 tons, valued at Rs. 3 lakhs in July, 1931, declineg 
to 200 tons, valued at Rs. 32,000 lakhs. Exports of tea jp. 
creased from 31 million lbs. to 35 million lbs. in quantity, 
but the value fell from Rs. 1,70 lakhs to Rs. 1,68 lakhs. 

Raw materials and produce exported decreased by Rs. 2.% 
lakhs to Rs. 3,06 lakhs. Under this group, raw cotton re. 
corded a decrease of 20,000 tons in quantity and of Rs. 19 
lakhs in value. Of the total shipments of 18,000 tons Japan 
took 7,700 tons, or 43 per cent.; China, 2,300 tons, or 13 per 
cent.; the United Kingdom, 1,900 tons; Germany, 1,79 
tons; France, 1,300 tons; Belgium, 1,200 tons; and Italy, 
800 tons; while the remainder went mainly to Spain and 
Indo-China. Shipments of raw jute recorded a decrease of 
13,000 tons in quantity and of Rs. 21 lakhs in value. Dis. 
patches of lac decreased by 4,500 cwts. in quantity and by 
Rs. 6 lakhs in value. Exports of oil seeds decreased by 
31,000 tons in quantity and by Rs. 39 lakhs in value, ground. 
nuts alone recording a decrease of 28,000 tons in quantity 
and of Rs. 35 lakhs in value. There were also decreases in 
exports of linseed and castorseed. Shipments of linseed fell 
by 6,000 tons in quantity and by Rs. 6 lakhs in value. Ex. 
ports of castorseed shrank by 7,000 tons in quantity and by 
Rs. 10 lakhs in value. Rapeseed, on the other hand, re. 
corded an increase of 9,000 tons in quantity and of Rs. 12 
lakhs in value. Exports of raw hides and skins declined 
from 3,500 tons, valued at Rs. 41 lakhs, to 1,300 tons, valued 
at Rs. 13 lakhs. Shipments of raw wool declined from 13 
million lbs., valued at Rs. 7 lakhs, to 0-6 million lbs., valued 
at Rs. 3 lakhs. Other important declines were in teak wood 
(— Rs. 6 lakhs) and in raw rubber (— Rs. 5 lakhs); while 
there was an increase in the exports of oilcakes (+ Rs. 6 
lakhs). 

Manufactured goods fell by Rs. 56 lakhs to Rs. 2,74 lakhs. 
The number of jute bags shipped advanced from 23 millions 
in July, 1931, to 24 millions in July, 1932, but the value fell 
by Rs. 1 lakh from Rs. 70 lakhs to Rs. 69 lakhs. The yardage 
of gunny cloth exported decreased from 97 millions, valued 
at Rs. 93 lakhs, to 75 millions, valued at Rs. 75 lakhs. Ex- 
ports of tanned hides and skins showed a decline of 400 tons 
in quantity and of Rs. 12 lakhs in value. Pig iron showed a 
decrease from 34,000 tons, valued at Rs. 12 lakhs, to 12,00 
tons,.valued at Rs. 4 lakhs. Exports of cotton manufactures 
declined by Rs. 5 lakhs. 


TRADE WITH FoREIGN COUNTRIES 


The share of the United Kingdom in imports rose from 
34 per cent. in July, 1931, to 38 per cent. in July, 1932, and 
in exports from 27 per cent. to 35 per cent. The shares of 
Germany, Japan and the United States in July, 1932, were 
8, 18 and 8 per cent., respectively, under imports, and 6, 6 
and 5 per cent. under exports. 


MOVEMENT OF SHIPPING 


The tonnage of vessels entered into British India and 
cleared outwards with cargoes from and to foreign countries 
and British Possessions during the month of July, 1932, 
amounted respectively to 535,000 and 512,000, as against 
528,000 and 574,000 in June, 1932, and 592,000 and 577,000 
in July, 1931. During the four months ended July, 1932, the 
tonnage of vessels entered and cleared with cargoes 
amounted respectively to 2,230,000 and 2,347,000, as com- 
pared with 2,477,000 and 2,534,000 in the corresponding 
period of last year. 


WEATHER AND CROPS

Madras, September 3.—Heavy rain has fallen on the West 
Coast and in parts of the Circars. The condition of standing 
crops is fair. 

Bihar and Orissa, September 5.—Rainfall has been heavy 
in Patna and Darbhanga. Standing crops, including sugar 
cane, are in good condition in Orissa and Chota Nagpur, 
but, owing to a lack of rain, crop conditions are unfavour- 
able in Champaran. 

Punjab, September 5.—There has been light rain, the 
maximum being 2-22 inches and the minimum 0-06 inch. 
The condition of standing crops is average to good. 

Central Provinces, September 5.—Rainfalli has been fairly 
heavy. 

United Provinces, September 3.—Light rain has fallen, 
and crops have been slightly damaged by floods in Bijnor. 
The condition of standing crops is fair. 

Bombay, September 10.—The weather has been seasonable 
and the crop outlook is satisfactory in Gujarat, Konkan and 
the North Deccan. Heavy rain has fallen in the South 
Deccan and Karnatak, damaging cotton, bajri and jowar; 
otherwise crops are in satisfactory condition. 

Bengal, September 7.—There has been moderate rain 
throughout the Province. The reaping of autumn paddy is 
nearing completion and progress is being made with the 
cutting, steeping and washing of jute. Prospects for stand- 
ing crops are good. 

Assam, September 12.—The weather has been seasonable. 
Crop prospects are fair.—Indian Trade Commissioner in 
London.

CANADA 


GRAIN AND FLOUR EXPORTS, 1931-32 
(From the High Commissioner for Canada in London) 


The Dominion Bureau of Statistics at Ottawa reports 
that during the crop year ended July 31, 1932, exports of 
wheat and of wheat flour declined considerably both in quan- 
tity and in value, as compared with the figures for 1930-31. 
ixports of barley were also down, but shipments of oats 
and rye recorded substantial increases. Stocks of grain in 
hand at the end of the crop year, however, showed consider- 
able decreases as compared with the previous year’s figures. 

Exports of wheat during the crop year totalled 182,803,382 
bushels, valued at 109,545,288 dollars, as compared with 
228,536,403 bushels, valued at 160,892,959 dols., in the 
previous crop year. 

Wheat flour exports totalled 5,383,594 barrels, valued at 
18,571,840 dols., as against 6,701,663 barrels, valued at 
27,564,305 dols., in the 1930-31 crop year. 

Barley exports amounted to 13,538,225 bushels, compared 
with 19,194,207 bushels in the previous year. Shipments of 
both oats and rye rose sharply; a total of 13,611,111 bushels 
of oats being exported, as compared with 7,822,022 bushels 
in 1930-31, while in rye the figures were 9,047,138 bushels and 
2,089,847 bushels respectively. 

Of the total wheat exports the United Kingdom took 
101,564,154 bushels and continued to be Canada’s best cus- 
tomer. The United States imported 4,473,293 bushels and 
76,765,935 bushels went to other countries. 


Stocks of wheat in Canada as at July 31, 1932, totalled 
130,948,901 bushels, as compared with 134,078,963 bushels on 
July 31, 1931. More decided decreases in the stocks of oats, 
barley and rye were recorded. Oat stocks dropped to 
29.972,324 bushels from 63,431,989 bushels; barley to 
7,161,920 bushels from 29,461,716 bushels; and rye to 
5,380,879 bushels from 14,435,795 bushels.

DISTRIBUTION OF TRADE, JANUARY—JULY 


(from the British Embassy) 
Paris. 

The returns of French foreign trade with individual 
countries, as summarised in the daily press, show that in 
the first seven months of 1932 the value of imports from 
Great Britain amounted to 1,460 million francs, as against 
2,395 million frs. in the first seven months of 1931, a de- 
crease of 935 million frs. With the single exception of the 
Soviet Union, imports from all foreign countries separately 
classified showed a decrease, amounting in the case of Ger- 
many and the United States to 1,574 million frs. and 948 
million frs. respectively. 


French exports to Great Britain in the first seven months 
of the year amounted to 1,422 million frs., as against 3,061 
million frs. in the corresponding period of last year, a de- 
crease of 1,639 million frs. There was a rise in exports to 
Japan, Poland and Roumania, but a fall in those to all 
other countries separately classified. 


The value of French imports from foreign countries for 
the first seven months of 1932 amounted to 14,354 million 
frs., as against 23,260 million frs., a decrease of 8,906 
million frs., and that of exports to 8,063 million frs., as 
against 14,297 million frs., a decrease of 6,234 million frs. 
The value of imports from French colonies and protectorates 
amounted to 3,313 million frs., as against 3,573 million frs., 
a decrease of 260 million frs., and of exports to 3,448 million 
frs., as against 4,344 million frs., a decrease of 896 million 
frs. 


French visible trade with foreign countries in the first 
seven months of this year consequently showed an uwun- 
favourable balance of 6,291 million frs. as against one of 
8,963 million frs. in the first seven months of 1931. The 
visible trade of France with her colonies and protectorates, 
on the other hand, showed a favourable -balance of 139 
million frs., as against one of 771 million frs.

The trade deficit at the end of July stood at 1,275 million 
lire, as against a deficit of 1,662 million lire at the corre- 
sponding date in 1931. 

The steady reduction of wheat imports continued during 
July, when 49,847 metric tons were imported, as against 
17,734 in the corresponding month of 1931. The first reports 
on the harvest yield place it at 7 million metric tons in ex- 
cess, therefore, of the 1931 harvest of 6,752,270 metric tons. 
In view of this fact the volume of wheat imports is likely to 
continue comparatively small throughout the year. 

The month was one of great activity in the negotiation of 
agreements to mitigate the effects of the transfer difficulties 
which so seriously hamper trade with Central Europe, and 
of the quota system which disorganises exports to France 


and Belgium.

PORTUGAL 
IMPORTS OF MOTOR VEHICLES 


H.M. Consul at Oporto reports that there was a consider- 
able decrease in the importation of motor vehicles into 
Portugal during 1931 as compared with 1930, and the figures 
for the first six months of the current year show a further 
decrease. 

Notwithstanding, more vehicles from the United Kingdom 
were registered than for the corresponding period in 1931. 
There is no doubt that a large measure of this increase is 
due to the ever-growing popularity of the light car. Owing 
to the prevailing bad times, numbers of private owners can 
no longer afford to purchase and run the higher powered 
cars, and, now that roads in Portugal have so much im- 
proved they find that the smaller vehicle does all that is 
required at about half the capital outlay and running cost. 

Light cars of United Kingdom manufacture—and cycles 
as well—have been proving their merit in the various road 
trials and races held in this country during the past months. 

During the past few years the construction of new roads 
and the improvement of existing ones has opened up parts 
of the country whch hitherto were considered almost in- 
accessible to motor traffic, and has offered opportunities to 
motor transport in general and passenger transport in par- 
ticular. The number of motor buses has increased, and 
will no doubt continue to do so.

URUGUAY 
WOOL EXPORTS, 1931-32 


The British Consul at Montevideo reports that according 
to statistics concerning the export of wool from Uruguay 
recently published in the ‘‘ Diario del Plata ’’ shipments 
during July last amounted to 4,831 bales. Of this total 
Germany received 1,843 bales; Italy, 1,056 bales; Great 
Britain, 583 bales; France, 575 bales; Belgium, 506 bales: 
Spain, 112 bales; Argentina, 106 bales; and Holland, 50 
bales. 

The total exports for the first ten months of the current 
wool selling season (October 1, 1931, to July 31, 1932), was 
80,399 bales, a decline of 67,601 bales as compared with the 
corresponding period of the 1930-31 season. The chief 
recipients of wool up to July 31 last were :—Germany, 21,645 
bales; Great Britain, 17,950 bales; Italy, 13,974 bales; 
France, 12,321 bales; Belgium, 6,757 bales; Holland, 4,505 
bales; Spain, 968 bales; Sweden, 803 bales; Argentina, 694 
bales; United States, 576 bales; Japan, 166 bales; and 
Brazil, 40 bales. 

The following are the principal reductions by countries for 
the ten months under review :—Great Britain, 23,186 bales; 
Germany, 13,533 bales; France, 12,596 bales; Belgium, 7,648 
bales; and the United States, 5,542 bales. 

It is estimated that by the end of September, 1932, 
approximately 100,000 bales will have been exported, as 
against 150,000 bales during the previous season.

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COMMERCIAL TREATIES AND ARRANGEMENTS—Continued 


BULGARIA—UNITED STATES OF AMERICA 
TEMPORARY COMMERCIAL AGREEMENT 


The Board of Trade are informed that, by an Exchange 
of Notes of August 18, the Bulgarian and United States 
Governments concluded a Temporary Commercial Agree- 
ment which came into force on that day. It is to continue 
in force until superseded by a definitive Treaty of Commerce, 
unless denounced by either of the Parties at three months’ 
notice. It is further provided that, if either Party should 
be prevented by the future action of its Legislature from 
carrying out the terms of the Agreement, the obligations 
thereof shall thereupon lapse. 


The Agreement ensures unconditional most-favoured- 
nation treatment in all respects to the goods of either Party 
in the territory of the other. Exception is, however, made 
in respect of the treatment accorded by the United States to 
Cuba, the Panama Canal Zone, or any dependency of the 
United States or by any of the dependencies of the United 
States to one another. 


FRANCE—ROUMANIA 
COMMERCIAL CONVENTION—EXCHANGE OF 
RATIFICATIONS 


The Board of Trade are informed that ratifications of the 
Franco-Roumanian Convention of Commerce and Naviga- 
tion, signed at Paris on August 27, 1930, were exchanged at 
Paris on May 21 iast. The Treaty entered into force on 
June 4.

PREFERENCE CONDITIONS—ADDITIONS TO 
RAW MATERIAL LIST 


The Official Secretary and Financial Adviser of the Com- 
monwealth in London has received advice from the Depart- 
ment of Trade and Customs, Canberra, that the following 
materials, viz., 





Nitrocellulose Film Base, and 
Cellulose Acetate Film Base, 


have been added to the list of materials, regarded as raw 
materials, for the purpose of applying the British Preferen- 
tial Tariff in Australia. 


BRITISH HONDURAS 
PACKAGE TAX 


The Board of Trade are in receipt of an Ordinance (No. 
24 of 1932), dated July 1, 1932, which provides for the levy 
from July 1, 1932, to June 30, 1933, of a duty of 5 cents upon 
every package of goods, wares, merchandise and other 
articles imported or brought into British Honduras (except 
the bona fide baggage belonging to and accompanying any 
passenger arriving in the Colony). The expression ‘ pack- 
age ’’ means any goods, wares, merchandise or other articles 
wrapped, encased or protected by an outer protection or 
covering. 


CANADA 


VALUE OF THE POUND STERLING FOR 
DUMPING DUTY PURPOSES 


With reference to the notice in the “‘ B.T.J.’’ of June 23 
(page 900) and previous notices, it should be noted that the 
par value of the pound sterling for the purpose of the appli- 
cation of the special or dumping duty provisions of the 
Canadian Customs Tariff has been maintained by Order-in- 
Council until December 31, 1932, unless otherwise ordered, 
at the rate fixed by the Order of October 23, 1931, viz., 
4-40 dollars, in respect of goods imported from Great Britain 
and Northern Ireland and the Irish Free State, entitled to 
entry under the British Preferential Tariff. 





CUSTOMS REGULATIONS AND TARIFF CHANGES—Continyeg 


The High Commissioner for Canada in London has ye. 
ceived cabled information that the Dominion Department of 
National Revenue has fixed the ‘‘ average’’ value of the 
pound sterling for the purpose of dumping duty at 3-8 
dollars, effective for entries during the period September 1¢ 
to September 30. In cases where the actual sum to be paid 
by importers in dollars is not known at the time of clearance, 
the amount of ‘‘ dumping ’’ duty levied will, therefore, be 
52 cents for every pound value of the invoice, comparisop 
being made with the ‘‘ fair market value’’ converted into 
doNars at 4°40 dols. = £1 sterling. Ordinary duties will] he 
calculated on the ‘‘ fair market value’’ converted at 
4-866 dols. = £1. 


CYPRUS 
IMPORTATION OF CINEMATOGRAPH FILMS 


The ‘‘ Cyprus Gazette ’’ of August 12 contains the text of 
an Order-in-Council, No. 1,485, dated August 5, 1932, which 
prohibits the importation of cinematograph films into 
Cyprus without the written permission of the Board of Film 
Censors which has been constituted under the Order. 


DOMINICA 
MODIFICATION OF DUTY ON MOTOR SPIRIT 


With reference to the notice under the above heading 
published in the ‘‘ B.T.J.”’ of August 4, 1932 (page 164), 
regarding the proposed increases of the Customs duties on 
motor spirit (including benzine, benzoline, gasoline, naphtha 
and petrol spirits generally) imported into Dominica from 
4d. to 6d. per gallon (Preferential rate) and from 6d. to 94. 
per gallon (Full rate), the Board of Trade have now received 
copy of an Ordinance (No. 16 of 1932) passed by the Legis. 
lative Council on June 21, which gives effect to the increases 
of duty.

IRISH FREE STATE 
CUSTOMS TARIFF TREATMENT OF 
MEAT AND PIG PRODUCTS 

The ‘‘ Emergency Imposition of Duties (No. 1) Order, 
1932,’ particulars of which were published in the ‘ B.T.J.” 
of July 28 (page 129), provided, inter alia, for the levy of 
the following Customs duties on pigs’ meat and pig products 
imported into the Irish Free State :— 

(a) Pigs’ meat, except the heads, feet, skin and bristles 
of pig, when imported separately from the rest ol 
the carcase; all products of pigs’ meat, excluding 
sausages and sausage casings, and also excluding 
articles made from or with pigskin or pig bristles; 
sausages of all descriptions; sausage casings of all 
descriptions imported unfilled—84s. per cwt. (Full 
Rate); 56s. per cwt. (Preferential Rate). 

(b) All pigs’ heads and pigs’ feet imported separately 
from the rest of the carcase, whether such heads or 
feet are or are not fresh or have or have not beet 
cured or partially cured or have or have not been 
chilled or frozen—42s. per cwt. (Full Rate); 28s: 
per cwt. (Preferential Rate). 


PIGS’ 
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The United Kingdom Trade Commissioner at Dublin has 
now forwarded to the Board of Trade the text of an 
amending Order entitled the ‘‘ Emergency Imposition of 
Duties (No. 1) Order, 1932 (Amendment) Order, 1932,’’ 
which contains a provision to the effect that whenever the 
Minister for Finance, after consultation with the Minister 
for Agriculture, so thinks proper, the Revenue Commis- 
sioners may by licence authorise any particular person, 
subject to compliance with such conditions as they may think 
ft to impose, to import without payment of the prescribed 
duty, any of the above-mentioned articles which are im- 
ported solely for use for manufacturing purposes in Saorstat 
Eireann, either, as the Revenue Commissioners shall specify 
in such licence, without limit as to time or quantity or 
either of them or within a specified time or in a specified 
quantity. 


SOUTHERN RHODESIA 


RESTRICTION OF IMPORTATION OF CERTAIN 
INJURIOUS DEVICES 


Government Notice No. 469 of August 5, 1932, prohibits 
the importation into Southern Rhodesia (except by the per- 
mission of the Colonial Secretary) of the following devices 
capable of discharging noxious fluid:—Any grenades con- 
taining gas, gas and smoke, smoke or liquid fire; cartridges 
containing noxious gas capable of being discharged from a 
shotgun, revolver or pistol; gas fountain pens; flares 
emitting or discharging noxious gas, smoke or liquid fire; 
aeroplane bombs; rifle grenades; incendiary bombs and 
watchmen’s truncheons containing any device for discharg- 
ing noxious gas, smoke or liquid fire. 


FOREIGN 


BELGIUM 


CONTROL OF SEEDS, PLANTS, FERTILISERS 
AND ANIMAL FOODS 


With reference to the notice appearing under the above 
heading in the ‘‘ B.T.J.’’ of May 5, page 646, the ‘‘ Moniteur 
Belge ’’ of September 11 contains a Decree, dated Septem- 
ber 1, postponing until further notice the regulations for 
the control of the trade in Belgium in seeds, plants, ferti- 
lisers and animal foods, which were to have come into force 
on October 20. 


TARIFF CLASSIFICATION AND DUTIES— 
MINERAL OILS 


The ‘‘ Moniteur Belge ’’ of September 8 contains a Royal 


Decree and Order, dated September 6, and effective as from 
September 9, which provides for certain modifications in the 
Tariff classification and duties. The reason given for the 
alteration is that ‘‘ white spirit’’ is frequently imported for 
mixing with light oils to form a fuel oil which is used for the 
same purposes as oils falling under Tariff No. 195b, and 
should, therefore, receive Tariff treatment. The revised 
form of Tariff No. 195 is shown below, the duties quoted in- 
cluding the 15 per cent. additional surtax imposed by the 
Law of March 23, 1932 : —

IMPORT OF FISH RESTRICTED 


With reference to the notice appearing in the ‘‘ B.T.J.”’ 
of July 7 (page 21), the ‘‘ Moniteur Belge’’ of August 27 
contains an announcement to importers to the effect that, 
until further notice, the quantities of the following kinds of 
fish which they may import into Belgium are limited, as 
shown below, to certain percentages of their imports in 1931 
of those kinds of fish :— 

White cod, large and medium Icelandic cod, large and 
medium haddock, coal-fish, whiting pollack, ling and 
conger—75 per cent. of 1931 imports. 

Thornback, skate and turbot—50 per cent. of 1931 
imports. 





The import of soles and of all fish under 40 cms. in length 
is temporarily prohibited. 


Those kinds of fish shown on the licences which are not 
subject to import restriction are those which Belgium can 
obtain only from abroad; they must be accompanied, on 
importation, by the usual licence and will be reckoned in 
the import quota of the country concerned. Any loss due to 
import restriction can be made up on the kinds of fish not 
subject to restriction. 


All licences must, in future, bear the registered number 
of the importer. 


COLOMBIA 


REGULATIONS FOR THE IMPORT AND SALE 
OF LARD 


H.M. Minister at Bogota has forwarded translation of a 
Resolution (No. 102 of 1932) which prescribes regulations 
governing the import and sale of pig lard in Colombia.

CZECHOSLOVAKIA 


COMPULSORY ADDITION OF SPIRIT TO 
CERTAIN MOTOR FUEL OIL 


A Law dated June 7 and effective as from September 1 
provides that all mineral oil, having a specific gravity less 
than 0-79 at 15° C., and being destined for use as fuel for 
motors, shall first be mixed with spirit (methyl or ethyl 
alcohol) to an amount such that the resultant mixture con- 
tains at least 20 and at most 25 per cent. of spirit by volume. 
Oil intended for driving motors for the production of elec- 
trical energy is exempted from the mixing requirement, and 
exemption may also be accorded, exceptionally, by the Min- 
istry of Finance in cases where it can be proved that the 
mixed fuel would be unsuitable, in view of the special 
characteristics of the particular motors for which it is 
destined. 


The Government is empowered to extend the mixing re- 
quirement to cover all benzines intended for use as motor 
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fuel, and to impose a special levy on all motor fuel oils not 
subject to the mixing requirement in order to equalise such 
differences in price levels resulting from the mixing require- 
ment as seem calculated to defeat the purpose of the Law. 


Imported mineral oil of a less specific gravity than 0-79 at 
15° C. is accordingly required to pass direct from the Czecho- 
slovak Custom House at which imported to a State-autho- 
rised mixing station, where it has to undergo the requisite 
mixing prior to being released for free commercial circula- 
tion in Czechoslovakia.

FRANCE 

TEMPORARY IMPORTATION OF CERTAIN 
GOODS 


The Commercial Counsellor to H.M. Embassy at Paris 
reports that the French Government has decided to extend 
the “‘ temporary admission’’ system (under which goods 
may be imported duty free for working up and re-export) to 
apply to:—

GERMANY 
CUSTOMS DUTY ON IRISH FREE STATE 
BUTTER 


The ‘‘ Deutscher Reichsanzeiger ” of September 8 con- 
tains a Ministerial Order, dated September 6, and in force 
as from September 9, which imposes a surtax of 15 per cent. 
ad valorem, in addition to the Customs duty, on fresh, 
salted or melted butter of Irish Free State origin (No. 134 
of the German Customs Tariff). The surtax is assessed on a 
valuation of 240 Reichsmarks per 100 kilogs. 


TURNOVER TAX VALUATIONS 


Under the Turnover Tax Ordinance of January 30, 1932 
(see the “‘B.T.J.’’ of February 18, pages 237-8), the 
Minister of Finance was empowered to fix average values 
(valuations) for particular goods imported into Germany 
from abroad for the purpose of applying the turnover tax at 
the time of Customs clearance. The list of valuations fixed 
by the Order of March 22 has been revised by an Order 
dated August 24. The new valuations are, in a number of 
cases, lower than those previously in force; some items have 
been added to the list; and in a few cases the valuation has 
been raised.

With reference to previous notices in the ‘‘ B.T.J.”’ re- 
garding the restrictions on the importation into the Nether- 
lands of piece-goods of wool or mixed wool, knitted wear, 
outer clothing and porcelain and earthenware, it should be 
noted that Ministerial Decrees published in the ‘‘ Neder- 
landsche Staatscourant ”’ of August 12/13, contains particu- 
lars (as set out below) of goods which are exempt from the 
restrictions. 


It is also provided that licences for the importation of 
outer clothing (women’s, girls’ and infants’) not being 
knitted or hosiery wear and not made of tissues with rubber 
or the like (except those made of tissues of wool and mixed 
wool) will be issued to the extent of not less than 95 per 
cent. and at most 100 per cent. of the average value of im- 
ports during the years 1929, 1930 and 1931.

H.M. Representative at Asuncion has forwarded transla- 
tion of a recent Decree in virtue of which the duty on salted 
and dried cattle hides, exported from Paraguay, has been 
reduced to 50 gold centavos each. 


SALVADOR 
CUSTOMS TARIFF AMENDMENTS 


H.M. Representative at San Salvador has forwarded trans- 
lation of Legislative Decree No. 124, dated July 11, which 
makes a number of modifications in the Salvadorean 
Customs Tariff. The goods affected include beer, aerated 
waters, iron and steel, aluminium, copper, brass, tin, lead, 
zinc and nickel in an unmanufactured state, rubber tyres 
and tubes, galvanised iron wire, rims and plates of iron or 
steel, tinplate, and copper wire or cable. New headings 
have been raised for certain articles, including iron or 
steel rivets, and wireless, etc., cabinets.

INCREASE OF TURNOVER TAX 


H.M. Representative at Belgrade has forwarded particu- 
lars of a Law, dated August 14, and of two Decrees of the 
same date issued in amplification thereof, which provide 
that the basic rate of 1 per cent. ad valorem and the many 
varying consolidated rates of the Yugoslav turnover tax 
shall be doubled. The same Law and Decrees impose a new 
and additional ‘‘ luxury ’’ turnover tax of 10 per cent. ad 
raorem on a wide range of goods considered to be of a 
Juxury nature. 


Both the increased ‘‘ general ”’ turnover taxes and the new 
“luxury ” turnover tax come into operation on August 15, 
and are payable, in the case of imported goods, on the in- 
voice price plus freight charges, Customs duty, manipulation 
fees, etc.

FOREIGN EXCHANGE CONTROL IN 
YUGOSLAVIA 


Orders have recently been issued by the Minister of 
Finance making certain exceptions to the currency 
regulations. 

The text of these Orders is as follows :— 


Deciston No. II—88,058 or Jury 25, 1932 

In exception to Article 6 of the code of regulations govern- 
ing traffic in money instruments and currency the “ justi- 
fication ’’ of the certificate regarding the ‘‘ insurance ”’ of 
currency for the export of fresh fruit from Yugoslavia this 
season may be shown by documents proving the payment of 
the counter value of fruit exported to be covered by the 
‘‘ temporarily tied ’’ dinar account of the country to which 
the said export of fresh fruit is directed if the respective 
country has no clearing agreement with Yugoslavia. 

This facility applies both to Yugoslav exporters and 
foreigners importing fresh fruit direct from Yugoslavia. 


Dectst1on No. II—95,278 or Aucust 9, 1952 


In exception to Article 6 of the code of regulations govern- 
ing traffic in money instruments and currency ‘‘ temporarily 
tied claims ’’ of forgigners of those countries to which export 
is directed may, if the respective country has no clearing 
arrangement with this country, be used in the exportation 
of the following, in addition to fresh fruit :— 

Prunes, plum pulp, pickling onions, walnuts, hops, 
hemp and wines on condition that the quantity thus 
exported is not included in an import contingent of the 
respective country. 

This concession is available for Yugoslav exporters 
and for foreigners importing the respective articles 
direct from this country. 

A decision of August 13 has cancelled the general 
authority for the sale of foreign exchange for personal 
requirements up to 500 dinars monthly.

Should the information re- 
quired not be available in London, the Department will 
make all necessary enquiries abroad on the applicant’s 
behalf. 

When making application for information enquiries 
should clearly specify :— 

(1) The countries concerning which information is 
required ; 

(2) The preeise kind of goods; and 

(3) The particular point in regard to which the infor- 
mation is sought. 

By following this method of making their enquiries as 
specific as possible applicants will materially assist the 
Department in its endeavour to supply the precise informa- 
tion required.
